SOMMERS Conhection with the .Deuxieme .BufeaU 



It. was in October 1941 that. SOMMER allegedly first bedafne av/aye of the 
narrow-mindedness of the Nazi regime! He could not grasp vhyi for* Irwin. ^“Frcjich. 
fifcncee, he Was classified es unworthy to hold e responsible Job and even ..jailed;- 
This Infringement on his personal liberty and freedom of movement made him realize 
that something was eraiss with what he believed was. & Just w^r waged by Germany 
against the Allies, At the seme time he recognized the insincere game Germany ’ 
was playing with France* Having lived in France end knowing the mentality of the 
French, he suddenly lamented their short-sightedness in *not perceiving how Germany 
was duping them* Be felt obligated to his firncee and to his conscience to make 
amendu^and decided tcK^hed his affiliations with the GIS arid the SS f SOMMER 
claims. Deuxieme Bureau immediately upon his discharge 
from prison in April 1942, but, aware of the omniscience of the GIS, he dared, not- 
attempt dt. His. first chance came in February 19^5 while he was Arat VI Deputy 
in SAN ESHO, Italy, when a French agent by the najae of SOLSTTI was arrested by 
the Germans on the Franco-Italian border. SOtlGR succeeded in* having SOLETTI 
released- in his custody and dispatched him to NICE with a view-to establishing 
relations for him (SOMMER) with the BeUxieme Bureau.- Because of. the intervening 
collaose of the Italian front, nothing further c*me of this connection.

in PARIS and put in a concentration camp because of his pro-German feelings. 

After the armistice, ESCAT appeared in leading positions. In December 194b,

were sent to ilADRID by olane with e special mission. There was. a general rumor 
’to the effect thet ESCAT, by order of the German Foreign Office, was to sound out 
the Allies on the possibilities of a separate pepce. Now, however, SOMMER is 
convinced that ESCAT 1 g true mission was an entirely different one, possibly thet 
of financing the Germans who were already in Spsin and those who would have to 
hide there in the future.

7 I;C1NTE . had given VOINZA U ' 
the confidential information that now, after PERON’s victory* in Argentina, the - 
plan concerning the departure of Germans for th*«t country had taken a tangible 
form. The problem of securing false papers in order to/ deceive the Allies had 
already been solved. VOINDaU gave SOi/MER estimates that between 150 and 200 
Germans were to be shipped from. CADIZ/ to Argentina, e few at a time. The fir6t 
shipment would start in August or September 1946. SOMMER' s presumptions on this 
were further confirmed by HOHCHER. 



At the meeting with ESCAT, which took place. in a small restaurant in 
MADRID about 2J Mar 46, SOMMER proceeded carefully on the subject of Argentina. 
ESCAT told S0WC5F. that he had known PERON for many ,y*‘?rs and that they were closq . 
friends. . ESCAT did not go any further into his friendship with P~RON, but gave 
the Impression that at one time or another he had been in Argentina and that . the 
friendship had started there.

' At the second meetihg with ESCAT about 10 Apr 46, there was talk about hid- O 
ing the German officers, especially Gen ^ AMER, who, betrayed by a German, hhd 
just managed to be brought from his hiding place in MADRID to the rural estate 
of a Spanish officer. It was mentioned that all those Germans who gave the 
American authorities information were known to these men in hiding end to the 
Spanish and were listed on a black list. It was further stated that proper 
measures had been ts ken end that the situation could be regarded as safe* The 
problem of Argentina was not touched upon that night, because the meeting took 
ploce^ in a raueb-frepuented locale and had to be brief. 

ESCAT r s group, consisting of political fanatic^ joined together by a . 
commpn bond of friendship -extending oyer many years', is not an easy circle to 
pene trat^r : -^^®R _ ^elsSriTTael;f “for tunate to have been able, as a newcomer, to 
gain knowledge, little as it is, on the Argentine cuestion.

The ti fice in SAN RLMO was eouipped vith viireless devices. 

At the end of the war in May 13^5 • BAR3K0LEKY had about 4C- or 5 O finished 
©gents in Italy who never had a chance to be set uo in France. Among thc-ee 
©gents vert leaders of the FFF, many of them chrgrined ©t being stranded in 
Italy. Some of them were .ecuipped with radios *nd all of them ha.d automatic 
weapons' and l©rge sums of money. 

^"Tn addition" to^the aforementioned agents, more than 400 other members of 
the party vere brought to Italy during January 1945* . Practically all of the 
above-mentioned 15,000 F.-renchmen in Germany vere living on the German economy, * 
already taxed to its capacity, so it vas convenient and expedient to rolieve the . 
burden by dimming these people on their relatives in Italy, aftor establishing 
the fact that" relatives in Italy did exist. They were not schooled in intelli- 
gence and vrere to play subordinate roles in France. It is SOMMER 1 s opinion that 
because of their Fascist-minded political outlook, thoir knovlodge of the 
Italian language, end connections gained through their relatives, the continued 
presence of theso mon In Italy constitutes a peipotual hazard to an orderly 
poaco,

5. CONCISIONS 

SOMMER came to this Center under the non*. Horbert SE.NNXR and the interrog- 
ation proceeded according to the knowledge brief, with SOMMER seemingly co-oper^ 
e.ting 100$. It was' not possible at to is Center to check the veracity of his 
information. Even now, although in possession of the French data on SOMMER, which

’-’ken confronted with the new evidence,' SOMMER readily admitted that the namo 
SENKSR, as veil as all the other details of his pre-GIS career, vrere given to him 
by Amt VI at the time he Joined them. He was told to forgot his real name 
completely and to bo known only under the name S3NNSR.

and run with the here.

SOMMER 1 s version of this story promptly doe® not differ groatly from the 
facts alr.eady known, but considering that Dr FISCHER himself related- the entire 
^stery^to SOMME R, i t-^ay perhaps add ^information, however small, to the history 
of thisTcidnappIng , “ — " , 

When SOMMER Game to PARIS in July 19**0, one of the four agents under h^m 
in Amt VI was Dr FISCrfER, a man about 5° years old, whose appointment to the 
Paris office of Amt VI was not. so much a recognition of his talent, as a reward 
to FISCHER for his conscientiousness. 

FISCHER was the editor of a Catholic paper in Germany until 1933 vhen T 
realising the anti-Catholic tendencies of the USXiAR h .lieL-laf t 
in France* In the nert few years his emigre life to ok’ -him' to many \JoSritr 
before he finally reached Holland in 193®* this time, homesickness overtook 
him and he decided to return to Germany. Hot knowing what kind of reception he 
might encounter there after his voluntary exile of many years, FISCHER thought, 
it necessary to do some service ibr his country, thereby assuring hie re-entry 
into Germany.

He concocted e fantastic story about an underground movement in Germany 
and presented it to STEVENS and BEST, the leaders of the British Intelligence 
Service for Western Europe^ in THE HAGUE, Holland, FISCHER proved to them that 
he was an anti-Nazi by having been away from Germany since 1933 after gaining 
their confidence proceeded to draw a picture of a wide novement embracing people 
from all walks of life* STEVENS and BEST, sensing something big, apparently 

operational directions to FISCHER, who simply wrote 
a. letter to the ND office in BERLIN explaining the whole natter and asking their 
hel^ ^.n making the hoax look like the real thing. A certnin CHRISTENSEN was

to him by the GIS. In the Meantime, German intelligence agents made frecuent 
trips to Holland and consulted with STEVENS and BEST* The agents always present- 
ed themselves as Mehrmacht officers of the underground movement, while trying to 
obtain information from the British which they. could use to their advantage* . 
SEVENS and BEST still suspected nothing, The GIS played a cagey game end soon 
suggested that they might meet some high leaders of the movement at the border 
town of VENLO, because the continuous flow of people between Germany and Holland 
might become suspicious and could easily jeopardize the success of the movement* 
Unsuspecting, STEVENS and BEST traveled to VENLO, frhere in a designated house, 
they verfedarrested by German troops and taken to Germany.
